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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Applicant's amendment and remarks, filed on 03/12/2008, are acknowledged . 
Claims 20 and 27 have been cancelled. 
Claims 1 - 1 9, 20 - 26, and 28 - 39 are pending. 

Claims 1-18 and 32 - 39 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to nonelected Inventions, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. 

Claims 19, 21 - 26, and 28 - 31 are presently under consideration. 

2. In the Office Action mailed on 03/21/2006 a restriction requirement has been 
set forth between groups I - VIII. In Response filed on 05/08/2006, Applicant elected 
group III and traversed the restriction requirement between groups III and IV. As 
indicated in the Office Action mailed on 07/10/2006, groups III and IV have been 
rejoined and examined on the merits. 

Applicant has not traversed the restriction requirement between groups lll-IV 
(corresponding to presently pending claims 19, 21 - 26, and 28-31) and the 
remaining groups (corresponding to the presently pending claims 1-18 and 32 - 39). 
Therefore, the election of groups lll-IV has been treated as an election without 
traverse. 
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3. An Examiner's Amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to Applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 C.F.R. § 1 .31 2.
